The Illinois Department of Healthcare and Family Services (HFS) proposes to renew the Persons with
Disabilities waiver — IL 0142. The renewal contains few changes from the current waiver. The primary
differences are:

Update the waiver capacities and overall cost estimates to reflect historical trends for both fee-
for-service and Managed Care Organization (MCO) customers

Update the Service Cost Maximum for 7/1/2021

Update words and terms for consistency throughout the application

Update the performance measures reflecting CMS recommendations, specifically in Appendix G,
and included two new performance measures specific to the Settings Rule

Update the implementation dates for the various MCO authorities

Update Appendix F to align with MCO contract requirements and to reflect the delegation of the
final administrative decision to the Secretary of Human Services pursuant to an
intergovernmental agreement between the HFS and the lllinois Department of Human Services
(DHS), the Operating Agency

Update Appendix I-2-a adding language to address all required elements

Update Appendixes D and G to include information about both the OA and MCO processes that
were missing from previous descriptions

Illinois seeks public input on this proposed waiver renewal of the HCBS Waiver for Persons with
Disabilities through two separate statements of public notice.
